It Almmt Equals the Rush to (Jet In the 

Abkavoao CtTT, Sept is.— Thousands 
of people who Saturday made such an 
effort to get into the Cherokee strip, 
wi re innking equally strenuous effort* 
t,i tret ,.ut Sunday. Even as soon afte* 
the rush as Hatorday evening hundred* 
of people came out from the strip 
and took up ,iuiirters here. Some 
failed in the great rush to 
get culms, and others, after having 
located claims, relinquished them 
rather thun endure the discomforts 
and hardships of a frontier life in a 
desolate country such as the strip now 
Is. Sunday the return move became an 
exodus, and Sunday night the city is 
as badly crowded as It was before the 
race. Many are departing by trains; 
but others, too poor to buy even a rail- 
road ticket are stranded here. What 
to do with this latter class will be a 
question to be decided by the city 
authorities. All the returning tell the 
same Story of lack of water and 
scarcity of food, but of an over supply 
of heat, hot winds and dust 

There are many stories of crime and 
casualties, but all being strangers to 
one another, names are missing. The 
crimes are mostly isolated murders 
which took place Saturday in the fight 
for claims. Three fatal accidents are 
reported as the result of Saturday's 
rush— men trampled to death by horse* 
or killed by falling from the over- 
Crowded excursion trains.

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A LYNCHING. 

Three Brothers Strung Up Near 
New Orloans By a Mob. 



A Boy Kicked to Death By the Lynch- 
ers For Not Giving Information. 



Id Helming- to Swear 
to the OnlH of Their nrather-Tho 
Keal Mnrrieter. Who Hilled Judge 
E.toplual, It M l*r B e. 

Nitw Orleans, 8ept 18.— There was 
a triple lynching almost within the 
shadow of thin city Saturday night, but 
itwa§ conducted so quietly that the 
account published Sunday morning 
was a surprise. The victims were three 
Negro brothers, named Julian, and 
the crime was the shielding of a 
fourth brother, Raselius Julian, who 
on Friday afternoon shot Judge 
Victor Estopinal to death while the 
latter was trying him for a trivial of- 
fense, seriously wounding the Judge's 
■on. Tho shooting occurred in the 
oourt-room, and the murderer contin- 
ued firing until the judge, who follow- 
ed to close in upon him, fell mortally 
wounded, immediately outside. The 
Negro then stood over his victim and 
fired a fourth shot Officer Korber run 
to the Judge, and the Negro made a 
dash across the grounds for his cabin. 

Just at this time August EstOplnal, u 
son of the murdered official, was com- 
ing in from his work, and he gave 
chase to tho man whom lie had just 
seen murder his father. Thfl Negro 
reached his idbin. and coming out, 
fired two shots at the young man, who 
Bought safety in a house. The Negro 
provided himself with ammunition ami 
a rifle. Ho then made for the iwampa 
in the rear of the city, and WU soon 
hiding. Posses were immediately or- 
ganized, and all night and all Saturday 
the surrounding country was scoured, 
but the search was fruitless. 

The mother, two brothers and two 
sisters of tho Negro Itaselius were ur 
rested Saturday by the city pollefl and 
taken to the little jail. Another broth- 
er was arrested later in t he day in the 
same neighborhood and taken to 
to tho same jail. ,0n a visit be- 
ing made to the house these women 
were found wrapping up some 
clothing and a loaf'of bread. This 
aroused the suspicion that the articles 
were to be conveyed to the fugitive. 
The brothers were discovered going 
over the Bluckri.lgo, und hud a shirt 
bundled up as if it were intended for 
Julian. The two brothers were caught 
coming out of the swamps, and as they 
persistently refused to state whence 
they had oome, they, too. were ar- 
rested. 

About 11 o'clock Saturday night 
about twenty-five men, armed with 
rifles and shotguns, came up to the 
jaiL Some of them w ere drunk. They 
unlocked the door and held a confer- 
ence as to what they should do. Some 
were in favor of hanging the five, while 
otherR raised o. jections, and insisted 
that only two of the brothers should 
be taken out and hanged. This was 
finally agreed to, und several of 
the men went into the jail ond 
brought out the two Negroes. They 
were hurried across to a pasture, one 
hundred yards distant, and there asked 
to take their last chance of saving 
their lives by making a confession. 
The Negroes made no reply. They 
Were then told to kneel down and pray. 
One. did so, the other remaining stand- 
ing, but both prayed fervently. The 
taller Negro was then hoisted up. lie 
remained hanging fully five minutes 
before the second one was bunged. 
The shorter Negro stood gazing at the: 
horrible death of his brother without 
flinching. 

The mob remained at the place for 
about half an hour, when some one 
suggested that they go beck end bang 
the three others This was opposed by 
several, and it was finally decided that 
they should go back and take the 
remaining brother out to Camp 
Parapet and hang him there.

A HKJUKST BILL- 

Every I .file Village In the I oin-l Btatoa 
to Han a Rank. 

Washington, Sept 18.— Another "by 
request" bill offered in the house by 
Charles EL Morgan, of Missouri, pro- 
poses that a United States bank shall 
be opened in every town of 2,000 In- 
habitants In which there Is a postoflloe 
by the controller of the currenoy, who 
shall appoint the board of directors for 
the first year. 

After that they shall Is? chosen by 
the stockholders, but the postmaster 
shall, ex-offlcio, be a director. The 
bank is to be located as near the post 
office as possible, in the same or ad- 
joining building-, if possible. Interest 
at the rate of 3 per cent shall be al- 
lowed on dally balances, without com- 
pounding, and the United States shall 
guarantee payment of deposits and in- 
terests. 

The president and vice-president, 
speaker of the house, secretary of the 
treasury and controller of the cur- 
rency, or a majority of them, shall have 
power to change the rate of interest 
to be paid on deposits. All deixislts 
and interest shall lie exempt from any 
form of taxation, and no purt of de- 
posits may be withdrawn by the de- 
positor within five years from the date 
of deposit, and then only on 00 days' 
written notice; but they may be trans- 
ferred to the credit of any person by 

Loans shall be made by the banks at 
the uniform rate of 0 per cent., unless 
the rate be changed by the controllcrof 
the currency. No loan shall be made to 
a foreign country or power or any per- 
son residing in B foreign country. No 
exchange shall be bought or sold by 
any bank at a premium, and no deposi- 
tor shall t* allowed to overdraw his ac- 
count The controller of the currency 
shall provide books for the banks, 
and appoint examiners to investigate 
their condition.
